bank building was soon surrounded by 
an excited throng of -citizens. • • 


The robbery seems to have been the 


work of professionals. An attempt had 
been made to drill the vault, but it was 
.unsuccessful. The outer door was forced 
open, but the time lock resisted the 
efforts of the, thieves. "This saved the 
bank from $3,000. to $10,000 in cash 
stored within. 


But they-secured .between ^300--and- 


$400 worth of revenue stamps stored in 
the outer compartments of the vault- 
also a quantity of silver in change, 
which had not been put behind the time 
leak. 


The private deposit] boxes within the 


yault had all been broken into, and the 
contents" scattered.'" .How' much this 
will amount to canuot be ascertained un- 
til the depositors can be] heard from. 
Clark Crandall of Cartwright, Wis., it 
is known has lost $1,500 worth of gov 
eminent bonds, stored in'a deposit box.

The burglars entered by a rear door 


and their work ivas conducted so cau- 
tiously that .no one became aware of

From the outside it looks modest, 


comfortable and even somewhat pic- 
turesque. There is a little patch of 
green in front,'.a rather wide stretch of 
neighbor's lawn at one side and a 
pretty back yard carpeted with green 
and set about with shrubs. 
A vine 


climbs up the bay window far above 
the second story, hiding the brick accl 
framing the windows very, cozily. 


The bouse is known in Washington 


as the-Fitch mansion. 
It is at 1747 


Rhode Island avenue. 
It was built ten 


years ago by Jainss E. Fitch, a Wash- 
ington banker, for bis own use. 
Mr. 


Fitch had built several other houses 
for the same purpose and was never 
thoroughly satisfied until this one .was 
finished. 
Being a .bachelor, he had 


tired of housekeeping, and at the time 
tbe committee in charge of the Dewey 
home fund began 'looking for a house 
this one-was unoccupied; 


When Mr. Fitcb found that his house 


pleased Admiral Dewey. he.refurnish- 
'ed it, even hanging1 on..the walls his 
fine .collection of paintings. 
All but 


the :pictures are included in tbe pur- 
chase, price, which was $50,000.

doubtedly Mr, Fitch let the bouse go 
at a great sacrifice, but be was anx- 
ious that Admiral Dewey should have 
the bouse be wanted.

The bouse is of brick, with brown-- 


stone trimmings. It has 17 rooms and

There is no back 


building, but the admiral has made ar- 
rangements for purchasing a stable be- 
longing to an adjoining bous*e, in which 
he will keep his horses. 


The first floor is divided into three 


large rooms of equal w.idtb. The first 
of tbese Is the parlor, finished in white 
and gold; then the library, finished in 
old oak^ and next the dining room, 
done In mahogany. 
The library or 


middle room is lighted by a light shaft, 
which continues on up through the two 
stories above.

When the wide sliding doors on the 


first -floor are thrown open, there ia 
given an effect of spaciousness rarely 
equaled In a house of th'e.size.; Tbe 
two upper floors are divided into pri- 
vate apartments and sleeping ro.oms. 


The admiral's bedchamber will be 


tbe large front room in the second 
story. 
Immediately adjoining it are

If th 
members received the same salary as the 
•'"call" men of the department, the com- 
pany would draw $2.000 a year, and 
during the past fifty-five years the city 
wouljl have paid $110,000 in salaries. 
The members get no pay, however. They 
work for nothing, and no call -man, or 
paid man either, is called upon to do 
more dangerous or disagreeable work. 
The members of the Fire Police are al- 
ways ready to climb ladders or handle a 
stream of water, They are always ready, 
day or night, to turn out with the am- 
bulance and care for the sick or the in- 
jured. 
The engine they ask for will not 


/ cost as much as the company would 


draw in a year if they received the same 
pay as "call" men. By a readjustment 
ot the assignment'of the paid men, an- 
other man can be added to the paid 
force.without increasing the expenses of 
the department. 
A chemical engine 


would be of great value. The small ex- 
tinguishers now carried by the Fire Po- 
lice are effective in 50 per cent* of the 
fires, and a combination chemical engine 
and patrol wagon would enable the de- 
partment to bundle a large majority of 
the fires without throwing water. Water 
often does more damage than'fire. 
The 


department should have a chemical en~- 
gine, and it should be placed in charge 
of the Fire Police.

FIRST [MACHINE TOOL. 


Pottei'8 Wheel Appciirs on Monument 


of Ancient Efrypt. 


There can be very little doubt that 


the potter's wheel, or potter's lathe, as 
it is also termed, represents today tha 
most ar.oient form of machine tool 
known. .Among the many sculptured 
records jf the trades and occupations 
which sn vividly represent the customs 
and habits o£ the ancient .Egyptians, 
the potter and his wheel have been 
found frequently d»pioted, and it is 
curious to note that through the al-' 
most countless generations since that 
•time this .crude type of lathe has un-, 
dergone no material modification. The 
primitive form was evidently a small 
round table, set on a pivot, and free 
to revolve, being turned by hand at in- 
tervals; and to 'this device there were 
added in. the course o£ time such sim- 
ple conveniences.as a table to support 
it and a foot or a hand power turning 
arrangement, 
displaced, 
in, 
recent 


years, in possibly a few isolated cases, 
•by actual engine power driving.1 . la 
general use, however, the 
potter's 


wheel of the present time bears all the 
characteristics of the one iw-hich, 4,000 
years or more ago, served I to turn out 
pottery attesting unsurpassable taste 
and skill. • It is curious, :too, that Jin 
none of those ancient records are there 
shown examples of the forerunner of 
the common turning lathe as we know, 
'it today, even though the art of turn- 
ing may be traced back to a very re- 
mote period.

Thebes and' other cities -there -have 
been many specimens which exhibited 
indubitable 
signs that the material, 


while in revolution, was subjected to 
the action of a.tool held at rest—legs 


f stools and chairs, for example, and 
amps and musical instruments—and 
n later centuries, among the .Greeks 
nd Romans, the lathe was undoubted- 
y in common use. Unfortunately, 
however, none of these early writers 
lave left any account of the lathes 
and tools employed 'by their contem- 
poraries.—Cassier's Magazine.
